Headlong axis drive on Alexandria and Suez has been 
checked after a day of furious fighting around El Alamein, 
70 miles to the west of Alexandria, the British middle east 
command stated today. 
In a day of fighting "not unfa­ 
vorable" to the British, a communique stated, all enemy 
tank attacks were repulsed. 
One breakthrough by Nazi Field Marshal Erwin Rom­ 
mel’s tanks was admitted, but they were driven out later 
and the British positions restored, the communique said. 
The latest news from Cairo thus flatly contradicted axis 
claims that El Alamein had fallen and that the British 
were retreating towards the Nile delta. 
Reports from the Russian front were similarly conflict­ 
ing. The official Soviet communique made no mention of 
the German claim that the Black Sea port of Sevastopol 
had been captured on W ed­ 
nesday. 
Instead it reported 
I fighting was still going on in 
that area, and that all Nazi 
I attacks in the Kursk and 
Gzhatsk fronts to get of- 
I fensives under way had been 
basten back with heavy losses of 
men and materiel.

that Comdr. 
Henning may fall within the White House 
spotlight and become governor of Puerto 
Rico himself. 
Comdr. Henning served several years 
as one of the most forthright members of 
Congress, resigned to become prosecuting 
attorney of 
St. Louis and now' is in the 
Navy. 
Last year he was sent to Puerto 
Rico as Tugwell’s aide. While visiting the 
United States about a month ago, Comdr. 
Henning w-as interviewed by ex-Senator 
Harry Hawes of Missouri 
and 
Walter 
Jones, both interested in sugar.

After sounding 
out 
Henning

Later 
Secretary Ickes wrote to Tugwell that he 
had proposed to Secretary of the Navy 
Knox, at Tugwell’s request, 
that Comdr. 
Henning be transferred to Pearl Harbor. 
This was done. 
But Tugwell was not satisfied with the 
transfer alone. The Navy received a letter 
from him saying that Henning’s name had 
been mentioned from time to time as gov­ 
ernor of Puerto Rico, and Tugwell hoped 
that in the transfer to Pearl Harbor Henn­ 
ing would be ordered direct to his destina­ 
tion without visiting Washington or the 
main land “in furtherance of his ambitions, 
whatever they may he.” 
The Navy took the 
position that the 
U. S. Government had not yet reached a 
stage at which an American naval officer 
could he barred from visiting his homeland. 
Meanwhile, Tugwell 
has started 
a 
purge of Attorney General George Mal­ 
colm ; Walter Cope, his secretary; and Au­ 
ditor Patrick J. Fitzsimmons, who made 
the political error of showing up the fact 
that Tugwell’s office of Civil Defense spent 
$140,000 for administrative work alone— 
which for its size is just about a record.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Tropical Diseases May 
Prove a Wartime Danger 


Bv LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
WHEN THE English soldiers 
returned from the Egyptian cam­ 
paign against Napoleon they 
brought with them a peculiar con­ 
tagious disease of the eye called 
trachoma. It had never been seen 
in England before but it was eom-

mon in Egypt. So prevalent and 
painful was this affliction among 
the armed forces that two young 
men of Guy’s Hospital in London, 
named Cunningham and Saunders, 
began to study it and established 
the first hospital in the world for 
eye diseases—Moorfleld’s, in Lon­ 
don. The study of this tropical dis­ 
ease was really the beginning of 
our scientific knowledge of the 
specialty diseases of the eye. 
It is so likely that it amounts to 
s certainty, that with the return 
of soldiers from this war we will 
have introduced into this country 
s number of tropical diseases 
which are totally unfamiliar to 
the average medical man. It is 
probable that they will not stay 
here very long because they de­ 
pend upon climatic conditions, ani­ 
mal carriers which are indigenous 
to tropical countries, but we are 
sure to hear about them and for 
that reason a book just published 
called Ambassadors in White: The 
Story of American Tropical Medi­ 
cine by Charles Morrow Wilson is 
a very timely publication. 
Tropical Diseases 
The English, who have sent 
their soldiers and colonials out to 
tropical countries for years, have 
had established in London the In­ 
stitute and School of Tropical 
Medicine but we have no simi­ 
lar institution here. I doubt if one 
American doctor in a hundred has 
ever seen a case of kala-az^r or 
filariasis. Very few have ever seen 
any amoebic dysentery or even 
malaria. I live in an almost south­ 
ern city and yet I do not see ma­ 
laria oftener than once or twice a 
year and that in imported esses. 
I The whole sspect of dites** in 
tropical countries is different from 
ours. Among the diseases vhich 
are the ten principal causrs of 


death in Latin America today are 
malaria, enteritis and typhoid 
fever. Malaria has not been an 
important cause of death in the 
Northern Western Hemisphere for 
fifty years and typhoid fever has 
not been among the ten principal 
causes of death since 1900. The 
whole atmosphere and the preva­ 
lence of these diseases changes the 
entire sspect of life. In the United 
States the average life expectancy 
is sixty-five years, five months; 
in Chile it is about thirty-five 
years; in Peru, less than thirty; 
in Mexico and Uruguay, well un­ 
der forty. 
Carelessness and Ignorance 
A large part of this, of course, 
is due to the carelessness of the 
inhabitants and ignorance and in­ 
difference to the caules of the 
tropical diseases. A Central Ameri­ 
can pays no more attention to a 
mosquito than you would to a piece 
of lint that dropped on the skin of 
your hand. I have watched, fasci­ 
nated, while a mosquito made a 
miniature balloon of itself out of 
the blood of a native of Nicaragua. 
They also drink any kind of 
water that happens to be there, 
regard screens and even doors and 
windows with suspicion and let all 
kinds of animals wander in and 
out of their houses, no matter 
whether they are disease carriers 
or not. 
I speak of a period that is 
largely in the past. Due to the 
educational work of sanitary en­ 
gineers, especially such enlight­ 
ened organizations as the United 
Fruit Company, the conquest of 
tropica! diseases, in our own hemi­ 
sphere at least, is well on its way.

An 'all clear’ signal for Circle­ 
ville'* six month blackout, expect­ 
ed Wednesday evening, was not J 
given when city council met in j 
regular session and voted to re­ 
voke last week’s resolution asking 
that lights be turned on. 
The lights in the streets of the ; 
city were to be turned on W ednes-; 
day evening and officials at the 
electric power plant were on duty ; 
awaiting a phone call from coun- j 
cli that it had passed an appro- j 
priation advance providing money 
to pay light bills. 
' 
However 
to 
the 
surprise 
of: 
scores of residents throughout the 
city who constantly inquired as, 
to why the lights were still out, 
Frank Lynch and Ed Wallace, two J 
members who favored last week’s 
measure, 
changed 
their 
ballots 
after further consideration of the 
city’s financial situation, refusing 
to approve any move to resume ! 
sendee. 
When the appropriation meas- j 
ure came onto the floor for pas­ 
sage no member offered a motion 
for suspension of the rules and 
adoption of the act. 
Lynch, chairman of the finance 
committee, in offering a resolu­ 
tion to revoke the act passed in ! 
special session last week, present-t 
ed new figures on the city’s bank 
roll. 
The 
resolution carried 
a 
vote of four to two. 
Heavy pro­ 
tests were voiced by Councilmen 
Boyd Horn and Julius Helwagen 
and President John Godlier and a 
heated dispute followed. 
Figures Read 
In reversing his standing on the 
issue, Mr. Lynch offered the fol­ 
lowing figures to substantiate the 
undesirability 
of 
assuming 
the 
new obligation. He stated that at 
present the general fund contains 
a balance of $12,212.35 which will 
be practically all the money the 
city will have for operation until 
next April. 
Under provisions of 
the budget set up at the first of 
the year, payment will be made 
this week of $3,460 to the water 
company as part Qpyment of a 
$5,203.33 delinquent fire hydrant 
rental bill. 
Estimated expenditures for the 
last half of the year have been 
placed by officials at $25.576 45 
while the last half receipts will 
net only $24,509.36. 
This means 
the city will have to cover a def­ 
icit in operating funds of $1,- 
067.39 from the general fund for 
the laat half of the year. 
Esti­ 
mates on the hospital expenses 
have indicated that council will 
have to stand a deficit of $1,500 
at Berger during the next six 
months which will also rome from 
the general fund, according to 
Lynch’s summary. 
“In addition to this expense if 
the lights are turned on,” he said 
“we will need $2,244.36 to meet 
their costs for the remainder of 
the year in addition to $1,200 as 
monthly payments of $200 to be 
applied to the old bill of $5,- 
010.44.” 
These expenditures of $9,382.77 
would leave $2,730 in the general 
fund at the end of the year for 
operation 
expenses 
during 
the 
first three months of next year 
The councilman pointed out that 
at the beginning of the present 
fiscal year, the group had a bal­ 
ance of $8,499.82 in the general 
fund and still had to draw on fu­ 
ture taxes to meet necessary ex­ 
penses. 
He stated that adoption 
of the street 
lighting 
measure 
now would jeopardize the hospital, 
police and fire forces and other 
essential departments of the city 
by the first of the year due to 
lack of funds with which to carry 
on their work. 
Other Kills Pend 
Under the above figures it is 
also to be noted that no mention 
has been made of fire hydrant 
rentals for the next three quarters 
and a relief bill of $4,000. 
Councilman Horn protested the
